w hat it w as a few m onths ago. 
CITES POLICE CASE 
Five new men, a ll experienced 
in peace work, have been em­ 
ployed but unless som ething is 
done to provide adequate homes ¡ 
for them , he said they 
w ill not 
stay here. 
Mr. Sorum 
said 
he had ar­ 
ranged tem porary 
quarters for 
them at the Field Club but that 
these w ere but bachelor quarters. 
As all are fam ily m en, they were 
desirous of bringing their famil- 
! ies here bu t could not because of 
lack of homes. 
Mr. Sorum said th at the Des­ 
ert School district and the high 
school w ere having sim ilar trou­ 
ble in keeping teachers here. He 
urged th a t council take some ac­ 
tion to speed the building of low- 
cost ren tal homes here for people 
who could not afford the high 
tourist rentals. 
H arry C. H arper, executive sec­ 
retary of the C ham ber of Com­ 
merce told councilm en th a t the 
housing situation w as serious and 
that the C ham ber was studying 
the situation seeking an im m ed­ 
iate solution. 
Council approved the city m an­ 
ager’s action in providing accom­ 
modations at the Field Club and 
authorized expenditure of funds 
up to $300 to m ake the quarters 
livable.

On suggestion of Councilman

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Why Lef Down Servicemen lo Gel Voles? 
If Republican members of Congress who are 
making an effort to discontinue drafting more men 
into the army believe this will win the \ote of la­ 
bor unions, they may find themselves, instead ot 
the former war workers and war piofiteers tliey 
are now trying to keep out of the aimy, looking for 
jobs after the next election, for the New Deal has 
the organized labor vote sewed up solidly, and 
there is nothing a Republican can do to get that 
vote. 
Not all the former war workers believe they 
should be exempted from military service now 
that their jobs have been finished. True, the high 
salaries were attractive, but many of them 
1 e- 
inaincd only on these war jobs because they were 
trained for the work that had to be done, and 
could not be replaced. Such men agree with the 
service men and their families that the men who 
have seen two or more years of military service 
should now be restored to their wives and children. 
The Congressmen who are failing the service men 
are not even making a hit with such war workers. 
Our own Congressman John Phillips, a Repub­ 
lican, favors the immediate release of fathers who 
have served two or more years in the armed forces 
and the continuance of the draft to replace them, 
but believes it is no longer necessary to draft bovs 
under 20 years of age. We agree with him. 
If Congress would concentrate immediately 
on a nationwide intensive campaign to secure en­ 
listment of single men between the ages of 20 and 
30 to replace the men in the armies of occupation 
who are now entitled to be released, they might 
get themselves out of an embarrassing situation 
and satisfy both the service men and the unions. 
There are many young men who would welcome 
the opportunity to visit foreign lands at govern­ 
ment expense without the hazards of combat.

People in Palm Springs are 
alert.

But he didn’t 
want safety. One day at Iwo, 
odds and death caught up 
with him.

U. S. CIVIL SERVICE 
The United States Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission has begun a 
comprehensive program to pro­ 
vide returning war veterans and 
displaced Federal workers with 
the maximum possible opportu­ 
nity for employment in Federal 
service. The program is adapt­ 
ed to the prospect of a govern­ 
ment service in which the num­ 
ber of job opportunities is sure to 
be sharply reduced, now that 
hostilities have ceased.
